KILLED MRS. SHEPARD 


Army Pathologists Testify at 
Trial of Maj. Shepard 
for Murder. 


By the Associated Press. 
PEKA, Kan., Jan. 31.—Two 
army pathologists testified today 
that Mrs. Zenena Shepard died of 
poisoning June 15, 1929, at Fort 
Riley, Kan. They were Maj. J. E. 
Ash and Maj. Hugh B. ‘Mahon, Gov- 
ernment witnesses in the second 
trial of Maj. Charles A. Shepard, 
63-year-old retired army physician 
who is charged with murdering his 
second wife, who was then 37. 

Both witnesses replied to a hypo- 
thetical question which summarized 
the Government evidence on the 
theory of the poisoning. C. L. Ka- 
gey, chief of defense counsel, ob- 
jected to the question’s assumption 
of facts, but Federal Judge Colin 
Neblett overruled him. The defense 
theory is that she either took the 
poison herself or absorbed enough 
from a prescribed preparation to 
cause death. 

Ash, in answer to another ques- 
tion, said that, assuming Mrs. 
Shepard took only one dose of poi- 
son at the start of an illness, she 
must have taken five times as much 
as was found in her viscera after 
death. 

Concerning the probable dosage, 
Mahon similarly said that if the 
only dose were taken at the outset 
of illness, she must have “received 
at least five times as much as we 
found.” However, he testified, a 
dose that large would have killed 
her, so he, too, “assumed” that she 
took smaller doses at intervals and 


death.

The motion set out that it was 
proposed to organize a new bank 
with capital of $200,000 and surplus 
of $40,000, to take over the accep- 
table assets of the Grand National 
Bank, now being liquidated by a 
Federal receiver. Since deposits of 
the Continental Life Insurance lo. 
in the bank constituted 42 per cent 
of the total deposits, the motion 
stated, it would be proper for the 
company to subscribe for 42 per 
cent of the capital and surplus of 
the new bank. This would be 
$100,800. 

Should the plan be approved, the 
motion stated, the Grand National 
Bank could pay an additional 25 
per cent to its depositors, which 
would enablé the insurance com- 
pany to realize another $25,000 of 
its deposit, after providing its 
share of capital funds for the new 
bank.

EMPORIA, Kan., Jan. 31.—Wil- 
liam Allen White predicts that pro- 
hibition in Kansas will be sent “to 
the scrap heap” if a law is passed 
outlawing 3.2 per cent beer. 

The Emporia editor, describing 
himself as “one who has fought for 
prohibition for 40 years,” declared 
yesterday: 

“To prohibit 3.2 beer will cause 
a revolt of tens of thousands of 
honest young drys from the whole 


prohibition theory. Very soon an- 
other referendum will send Kan- 
sas prohibition to the scrap heap.” 

Several bills to revise liquor laws 
are under consideration by the Leg- 
islature. They range from repeal 
to restriction of the alcoholic con- 
tent of beverages to one-half of 1 
per cent.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 31.— 
House action on Gov. Park’s bill to 
double the present State sales tax 
of one-half of one per cent and to 
extend operation of the tax law for 
two years, from Dec. 31, 1935, likely 
will be delayed until the latter part 
of February, under the present hear- 
ing schedule of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, which has four 
sales tax bills pending before it. 

The committee held a brief hear- 
ing yesterday afternoon on one of 
the bills, other than the adminis- 
tration measure, at which only ad- 
vocates of a tax increase were 
heard, then adjourned until next 
Wednesday. 

Representative Leo T. Daniels, El- 
lington, chairman of the committee, 
said some other bilis in the com- 
mittee would be taken up Wednes- 
day and the sales tax probably 
would not be called up again until 
a meeting on Feb. 13. The com- 
mittee has been meeting once a 
week.

Daniels said he did not know 
whether consideration of the sales 
tax could be completed at the Feb. 
13 meeting, as many persons de-

Supreme Tribunal to De- 
cide if Writ Barring In-

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 31. — 
The Supreme Court heard argu- 
/ments today on whether provisional 
writs ef prohibition, issued last au- 
tumn to prevent the St. Louis grand 
jury from opening ballot boxes in 
two precincts of the Fourth Ward, 
should be made permanent. The 
issues in the two cases were iden- 
tical and they were heard as one 
case. 

The applications for the tempo- 
‘rary writs were filed with the Su- 
'preme Court by Frank P. Asche- 
meyer, St. Louis lawyer, in behalf 
‘ef William Dengel, a voter in the 
'Fifteenth Precinct of the Fourth 
Ward, the political stronghold of 
Justice of the Peace Jimmy Miller, 
‘and also for Edward F. Kelley, a 
Thirteenth Precinct voter. 

Circuit Judge Hartmann of &t. 
Louis had issued subpenas duces 
tecum for the production of the 
‘Fourth Ward ballot boxes, but in 
both cases their production was « 
halted by the action of the Su- 
preme Court. 

Challenges Constitutionality. 

James T. Blair Jr. of. Jefferson 
City appeared in support of the per- 
manent writs today. He contended 
that Judge Hartmann was acting . 
|without authority in issuing the 
|subpenas and that the statutes un- 
‘der which he proceeded were un- 
| constitutional. 

Blair contended further that sec- 
‘tion 3 of article 8 of the State Con- 
istitution, relating to the examina- 
ition of election records, did not reg- 
‘ulate or control the issuance of - 
| such subpenas as issued by Judge % 
|Hartmann. He cited a case in » 
which the Supreme Court held pre- , 
‘viously that this section of the * 
‘Constitution did not apply to a 
‘grand jury investigation or an elec- 
|tion contest. 
| Two statutes, enacted by the 
‘State Legislature in the special 
/session of 1921 and which gave cir- 
cuit Judges the power to issue sub- 
‘penas under these circumstances, 
were said to be unconstitutional by ~- 
Blair, who pointed out that the 
|'Governor’s call for the special ses- 
‘sion contained no specific mention 
of these statutes, 

Circuit Attorney’s Argument. 

Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller 
of St. Louis, appearing in Judge 
|Hartmann’s behalf, contended that, 
‘under the Constitution, as amend- 
-ed in 1924, full authority existed for 
|the examination of all election rec- 
| ords, 

This section reads as follows: “All 
‘election officers shall be sworn or 
‘affirmed not to disclose how any 
‘voter shall have voted. Provided, 
that in cases of contested elections, 
grand jury investigations, and in 
| the trial of all civil or criminal 
cases in which any violation of any 
law relating to elections, including 
nominating elections, is under in- ~ 
vestigation or at issue, such officers 
may be required to testify and the 
| ballots cast may be opened, exam- 
‘ined, counted and* compared with 
|the list of voters and received as 
evidence.” 
| Miller also contended that the 
legislative acts of 1921 which had 
| been attacked by Blair were consti- 
tutional and gave circuit judges full 
jauthority to issue such subpenas as 
‘issued by Judge Hartmann.

Santa Anita 


May Revive 
Four-Mile Run 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. #”. — 
In line with its purpose to provide 
some of the most sensational races 
on the West Coast, the new Santa 
Anita track here intends to pre- 
sent to horsemen plans for a long 
distance event which will push con- 
testants to the limit of their ability. 

Rivalling the long-distance races 
of European countries, the pro- 
posed race calls for a run of four 
miles—a bitter, gruelling test suffi- 
cient to break down the endur- 
ance of some of the greatest rout- 
ers in the country. 

During the last four-miler staged 
in the West, at the old Emeryville 
course Many years ago, a complaint 
was registered by the owner of a 
losing horse that the race was too 
short, and, had it been a mile or 
two longer, his steed would have 
won. It is recalled that the horse 


in question finished second to Los 
Angelino, beaten by a head, after 


the two raced heads apart the en- 
tire distance. 


That was in the good old days, 
but horses of the present age are 
trained primarily for high flights 
of speed rather than for endurance. 
When the four-milers were aban- 
doned, breeders concentrated on 
turning out cHiefly horses of su- 
perior early foot. Although there 
are several excellent long-distance 
runners in the country, particular- 
ly among the ranks of the steeple- 
chasers, the class horses of the 
handicap ranks accustomed to go- 
ing a mile and a quarter or there- 
abouts, may find the task too diffi- 
cult, 


As a prep for the proposed four- 
miler, several long-distance racers 
have been conditioned over courses 
ranging from two to two and a 
half miles. It will be the final fur- 
longs, however, that will provide 
the proof of a horse’s merit. The 
two and a half mile workouts may 
be all right—as trials. But four 
miles is a heart-breaking, sinew- 
straining, gruelling run, whether in 
a trial or competition and the 
horse that triumphs will -be all 
horse.

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TWO TAX BILLS KILLED 
AT JEFFERSON CITY 


One for Remission of Delin- 
quency Penalties Opposed by 
St. Louis at Hearing. 


By a Staff Correspondent of.the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 31.— 
The House Committee on Taxation 
and Revenue killed two bills relat- 
ing to the payment of real estate 
and personal property taxes last 
night. 

Representatives of the City of St. 
Louis appeared in opposition to one 
of the bills, which provided for the 
remission or partial remission of 
penalties on taxes which became de- 
linquent prior to Jan. 1, 1935. This 
bill, introduced by Representative 
Daily of Phelps County, would have 
authorized tax collectors to remit 
all penalties and interest on such 
delinquent taxes if paid by June 
30; to remit 75 per cent if paid by 
Aug. 31; 50 per cent if paid by Oct. 
31, and 25 per cent if paid by Dec. 
31. The law would become void 
after Dec. 31. 

A similar bill was passed in the 
1933 special session, affecting all 
taxes which became delinquent 
prior to Jan. 1, 1933 and providing 
for the remission of all penalties 
and interest if paid prior to Jan. 
1, 1934. 

City Counselor Charles M. Hay 
of St. Louis told the committee that 
passage of the bill would cause 
many people to delay paying their 
taxes until late in the year, with 
the result that St. Louis might have 
a “staggering deficit” when its pres- 
ent fiscal year closed about April 
10. 

“We ought to have a few mea- 
sures that will enable us to obtain 
more revenue,” he said, and not so 
many bills that will prevent us 
from receiving revenue when we 
most need it.” 

Robert E. Hannegan, executive 
agent of the city and Chairman of 
the Democratic City Committee, 
also appeared in opposition to the 
bill. Hannegan said the city ad- 
ministration was opposed to any 
measure for the remission of tax 
penalties. 

John G. Burkhardt, special city 
tax attorney for St. Louis, told the 
committee enactment of the bill 
would cripple the city financially 
at the start of its new fiscal year 
in April and urged that no measure 
to remit any tax penalties be con- 
sidered in the present session. 

E. F. Goltra of St. Louis, former 
Democratic - National Committee- 
man from Missouri, appeared in 
favor of the bill. He told the com- 
mittee that a large company which 
he -represented owed about $50,000 
in back taxes with penalties and 
interest on these taxes amounting 
to about $20,000. Remission of the 
penalties, he said, would material- 
ly aid the company in carrying out 
a project in connection with the 
Federal Government’s Tennessee 
Valley improvement program. 

The other bill, introduced by Rep- 
resentative Iffrig of St. Charles, 
provided that taxpayers in cities of 
less than 400,000 population should 
have the option of paying taxes in 
two installments, the first to be 
paid on or before Dec. 31 of the 
vear for which the taxes were levied 
and the second installment not lat- 
er than June 30 of the following 
year.

“The trial Judge would have dis- 
cretionary power to require two or 
more defendants, charged with the 
same crime, to be tried jointly. 

Sureties on bail bonds would be 
required to show that they have a 


‘net worth equal to the amount of 


the bond, in excess of their obll- 
gations, liabilities and other bonds 
they may have signed; acceptance 
as a surety of any person against 
whom an unsatisfied bond forfeit- 
ure is standing would be prohibited, 
and the examination under oath of 
persons qualifying as sureties on a 
bond would be made mandatory. 

The trial Judge would have dis- 
cretion to refuse to grant bond to a 
convicted defendant in a criminal] 
case, pending an appeal, if the 
crime were kidnaping, robbery or 
burglary, or if the defendant previ- 
ously had been convicted of another 
felony. 

Fingerprints of all persons arrest- 
ed on felony charges would be re- 
quired, and copies of the prints 
would be sent to the Bureau of 
Identification of the United States 
Department of Justice. 

If a defendant planned to plead 
insanity, notice would be filed with 
the Court 10 days before the time 
set for trial of the case, otherwise 
such a defense would be barred. 

Advance notice by the defense 
would be required if an alibi were 
to be presented. Under this bill 
the prosecution would file a state 


|/ment with the Court 20 days before 


the time set for the trial, specifying 
the place at which prosecution 
would charge the crime was com- 
mitted, and the time. The defense, 
if an alibi were to be presented, 
would be required to file a state 
ment 10 days before the time of 
trial, specifying the place at which 
the defendant says he was at the 
time.

Open- 
ing pnchanged to 44 lower, May 96@96%, 
Chicago wheat soon scored an al! around ad- 
vance. Corn started unchanged to % off, 
May 83% @ 42, and subsequently mounted. 

Numerous wheat traders construed as 
inflationary the fact that both Senate 
and House at Washington had approved 
the bill to increase the Government bor- 
rowing power 11 and a half billions dol- 
lars.

Let me amend my statement a 
trifle. According to my _= system, 
South holds an opening bid in 
either third or fourth hand position, 
despite his vulnerability. With the 
North hold, I personally wold bid 
one diamond, third hand. 

West's hand is without doubt the 
best at the table, and it one of 
the few combinations-on which I 
would pre-empt—provided my part- 
ner had passed. In other words, 
had East dealt, the bidding would 
presumably have gone: Pass, pass, 
four hearts, all pass. 

When this hand was played in a 
recent team-of-four match, how- 
ever, West was the dealer, and at 
poth tables opened with the non- 
vulnerable four-heart bid. I have 
remarked that pre-emptive 
bids usually shut out no one but 
your partner, but due to the vul- 
nerability question, the distribution 
of the cards and East’s poor hold- 
ing, the pre-empt is unquestionably 
the best result bid that West could 
make with his holding. 

At table A, South and North, both 
of whom-~ would have hesitated in 
opening the bidding at the one lev- 
1, naturally did not dare to come in 
at the four ievel. Therefore; West 
was allowed to play the hand at 
four hearts, undoubled and un- 
hampered. The contract is, of 
course, lavdown, West chalked 
up a neat 570 points for his side. 

At table B, however, South was 
made of sterner stuff. As he re- 
marked afterward, a nonvulnerable 
four-heart bid was just like waving 
a red flag at a bull far as he 
was concerned. Therefore, with- 
out any fatal deliberation about 
prospects of a 2000-point set, he re- 
opened the bidding with four 
spades, West went five hearts, 
and North, to South’s horror, bid 
five spades.
